Can 
generally begin digging about March 10th, although some seasons not until later. 

RAILROAD FAGILITIES: We have the C. B. & Q., Wabash, and Keokuk & Wes- 
tern Railroads and have low freight rates with direct lines to Chicago, Denver, Kansas 
City, Minneapolis, Omaha, St. Joseph and other Central points.
